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One  Hundred  Fifty-eight  Cadets  Enroll  in 
Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  Unit 


BRASS  buttons  and  polished  shoes 
shone  in  the  sunshine  of  an  Octo- 
ber afternoon  as  Ohio  University's 
R.  O.  T.  C.  unit  paraded  past  the  re- 
viewing stand  for  its  initial  inspection 
on  the  drill  ground  east  of  Ohio  Sta- 
dium. 

Six  platoons  marched  in  formation 
from  the  south  end  of  the  field,  under 
command  of  Major  Merritte  E.  Olm- 
stead,  with  Captain  Frederick  Pearson 
serving  as  his  adjutant,  to  the  review- 
ing stand  in  which  were  Colonel 
Thomas  F.  McNeill,  President  Her- 
man G.  James,  members  of  the  faculty 
and  townspeople. 

Demonstrations  in  methods  of  in- 
struction in  elementary  drill,  pro- 
ficiency in  the  "school  of  the  soldier," 
platoon  drills,  and  individual  drills 
followed  the  review.  Concluding  the 
ceremonies,  President  James  presented 
certificates  to  cadet  officers  and  an- 
nounced promotions  "from  the  ranks." 

Under  full  swing  with  a  military 
and  social  program,  Ohio's  H8  cadets 
have  already  accepted  challenges  for 
rifle  matches  from  R.  O.  T.  C.  units 
at  the  University  of  Dayton  and  In- 
diana University;  have  published  the 
first  issue  of  a  paper  The  Dress  Pa- 
rade; and  have  planned  a  club,  the 
purpose  of  which  it  will  be  to  antici- 
pate the  coming  of  such  national  hon- 
orary fraternities  as  Scabbard  and 
Blade  and  The  Pershing  Rifles. 

The  old  Carnegie  Library  building 
on  the  southwest  corner  of  the  cam-

pus  has  been  renamed  Carnegie  Hall 
and  now  houses  the  offices  of  the  de- 
partment of  Military  Science  and 
Tactics,  the  supply  room  for  uniforms, 
and  three  classrooms  for  theoretical 
instruction. 

The  project  of  a  new  Armory  for 
the  R.  O.  T.  C.  at  Ohio  University 
has  been  definitely  approved  by  W. 
P.  A.  officials  at  Washington.  The 
Armory  will  be  built  into  the  center 
section  of  the  east  wing  of  Ohio  Sta- 
dium. There  will  be  two  main  rooms 
— a  rifle  range,  which  will  be  8^  feet 
long  by  36  feet  wide;  and  a  gun  and 
equipment  room  which  will  be  36  feet 
by  1 2  feet.  The  estimated  cost  of  the 
project  is  $7,000. 

Chief  of  the  military  staff  at  the 
University  is  Colonel  McNeill  who 
holds  rank  as  professor  of  Military 
Science  and  Tactics.  Col.  McNeill 
received  a  commission  in  the  L'nited 
States  Army  in  1908  and  has  since 
been  stationed  in  all  of  the  Corps 
Areas  of  the  United  States  and  has 
had  "duty  tours"  in  Hawaii,  The  Phil- 
ippines, and  in  Europe.  He  has  re- 
ceived a  Silver  Star  Citation. 

Major  Olmstead,  with  the  univer- 
sity rank  of  associate  professor,  is  sec- 
ond in  command.  He  is  a  graduate 
of  Oklahoma  A.  if  M.  College.  In 
his  20  years  of  Army  service,  Major 
Olmstead  has  been  stationed  in  Eu- 
rope, the  Panama  Canal  Zone,  and  at 
various  posts  in  the  United  States. 
He  was  cited  for  gallantry  in  action 
while  commanding  the  first  bat- 
talion of  the  Sixty-first  Infantry 
in  the  World  War. 

Captain  Pearson,  assistant 
professor  of  Military  Science 
and  Tactics,  graduated  from  the 
United  States  Military  Acad- 
emy in  1918.  Since  that  time 
he  has  been  stationed  in  Geor- 
gia, Virginia,  New  York,  Mary- 
land, Washington,  Nebraska, 
Kansas,  Iowa,  Indiana,  and 
Ohio.  His  overseas  service  in- 
cludes duty  in  China  and 
Hawaii. 

Pointing  out  that,  in  his  opin- 
ion, so  long  as  there  is  collision 
of  interest  there  will  be  war, 
Major  Olmstead  in  a  recent  ad- 
dress   said    that    the    need    of 


trained  officers  always  becomes 
apparent  in  times  of  catastrophe.  Ex- 
perience in  the  World  War  empha- 
sized this  need,  he  declared,  and 
without  the  benefit  of  competent  and 
trained  leadership,  officers  who  know 
what  to  do  in  emergency,  the  hazards 
for  the  enlisted  man  are  greatly  mag- 
nified. The  principal  objective  of  the 
R.  O.  T.  C.  is  to  prepare  college  men 
for  leadership  in  time  of  national 
emergency.  The  corps  also  serves  a 
useful  peacetime  purpose,  it  was 
pointed  out,  practically  all  officers  of 
the  CCC  camps  throughout  the  coun- 
try having  been  selected  from  the 
Reserve  Corps. 

West  Point  was  established  as  a 
military  school  in  1802,  and  in  1933, 
after  131  years,  only  10,000  officers 
had  been  graduated,  In  event  of  na- 
tional emergency,  defense  plans  for 
the  country  call  for  an  initial  mobili- 
zation of  4,000,000  men.  To  properly 
lead  and  direct  an  army  of  this  size, 
2  2^,1100  officers  are  immediately 
needed.  There  are  12,000  officers  in 
the  regular  army  and  13,000  are 
available  in  the  National  Guard.  In 
the  Reserve  Corps  there  are  approxi- 
mately 90,000  officers,  with  probably 
80,000  available  for  duty. 

It  was  to  meet  this  situation  that 
R.  O.  T.  C.  was  established  and  made 
a  part  of  the  National  Defense  Act. 
At  the  various  units  throughout  the 
country  6,000  young  officers  are  being 
graduated  each  year,  Major  Olm- 
stead said. 

In  addition  to  his  regular  R.  O.  T. 
C.  classes  Major  M.  E.  Olmstead  is 
giving  instruction  in  rifle  marksman- 
ship to  four  classes  composed  entirely 
of  WAA  members  and  men  from  the 
regular  gym  classes.  Major  Olmstead 
expects  to  produce  two  girls'  teams 
which  may  enter  into  rifle  competi- 
tion with  other  universities.  Prepa- 
rations are  also  being  made  to  form 
a  Faculty  Club  to  promote  competi- 
tion between  faculty  members  and  the 
cadet  corps  in  this  minor  sport.  There 
are  dangerous  aspects  to  that  sort  of 
competition  however. 

The  editor  of  The  Dress  Parade 
state-  that  he  has  not  definitely  decid- 
ed whether  the  faculty  will  furnish 
competition  or  confidence  to  cadets. 
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President  James 


Taxpayers  Cry  for  Relief  at 
Expense  of  Higher  Education 

Support  of  education  by  the  best 
minds  and  business  interests  of  Amer- 
ica must  continue,  despite  the  new 
social  demands  being  made  upon  the 
public  treasury,  if  genuine  demo- 
cracy is  to  function,  President  Herman 
G.  James  declared  in  an  address  to 
Ohio  University 
students  at  the 
opening  of  the  new 
school  year. 

The  events  o  f 
recent  years,  Doc- 
tor James  stated, 
have  lead  him  to 
w  o  n  d  e  r  if  the 
American  people 
believe  in  educa- 
tion at  public  ex- 
pense if  it  costs 
them  things  they 
value.  The  average 
man  on  the  street,  not  a  parent  or  a 
teacher,  until  the  time  of  the  depres- 
sion, was  never  aware  that  he  was 
being  asked  to  contribute  to  the  cost 
of  education.  With  the  coming  of 
the  depression  and  the  consequent 
cry  from  the  taxpayer  for  a  reduction 
in  governmental  costs,  education  was 
the  first  to  suffer,  he  said. 

America  is  confronted  now  with 
demands  for  social  security  of  one 
kind  or  another,  demands  for  the  care 
of  the  aged  and  the  idle  and  depend- 
ent by  the  taxpayers,  demands  which 
this  country  has  never  faced  in  the 
past.  Today  the  critics  of  education 
point  to  the  expense  involved  and  ask 
if  education  is  justified  by  its  results. 
All  friends  of  higher  education  should 
therefore  join  to  combat  the  attitude 
of  those  persons,  including  some  pub- 
lic officials,  that  higher  education  is 
not  worth  while,  that  it  is  a  luxury, 
and  that  those  enjoying  it  should  pay 
for  it  themselves. 

Doctor  James  pointed  out  that  dic- 
tatorships which  now  prevail  in  many 
European  countries  are  the  result  of 
submission  to  autocratic  authority  by 
peoples  who  do  not  think  for  them- 
selves. America  has  escaped  a  like 
fate  because  of  our  system  of  educa- 
tion, but  if  Americans  continue  to 
sit  back  and  assume  that  the  present 
system  is  to  continue  in  the  face  of 
other  and  new  demands  on  the  purse 
of  the  taxpayer,  they  may  also  become 
a  nation  of  people  who  do  not  think. 
There  is  nothing  in  the  American  Bill 
of  Rights  or  Constitution  to  insure 
this  country  against  the   fate  of  na- 


tions    now     under     the     control     oi 
dictators,  Dr.  James  concluded. 

In  an  address  delivered  before  the 
Athens  Rotary  Club,  President  James 
stated  that  Ohio  University's  increased 
enrollment  to  a  record  high  mark  of 
2,761  for  the  current  semester  may 
prove  harmful  instead  of  beneficial  to 
the  University  unless  the  State  Legis- 
lature increases  its  appropriation  pro- 
portionately for  the  coming  two  years.

Youth  Hostels  To  Be  Sponsored 

As  the  first  step  in  its  plans  to  es- 
tablish a  Youth  Hostel  system  in  and 
about  Athens,  Delta  Pi  Alpha,  men's 
honorary  physical  education  frater- 
nity, has  arranged  for  the  use  and 
equipment  of  a  farm  home  located 
about  seven  miles  from  the  campus 
Hikes  of  mixed  groups  of  students  to 
the  hostel  have  been  planned  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Campus  Affairs  Com- 
mittee. Hikers  will  be  under  strict 
chaperonage  of  persons  approved  by 
the  CAC.  In  separate  men's  and 
women's  sleeping  rooms  thick  layers 
of  straw  will  be  spread  on  the  floor 
for  bedding.  When  weather  condi- 
tions permit,  cooking  will  be  of  the 
outside,  open-fire  variety.  The  hostel 
idea,  patterned  after  that  of  various 
Youth  Movements  in  Europe,  has 
been  established  in  several  Eastern 
college  communities,  but  is  relatively 
new  in  Ohio.  It  is  hoped  that  a  chain 
of  hostels  may  be  established  through- 
out the  state  in  which  all  members  of 
the  American  Youth  Hostel  Move- 
ment can  find  accommodations  at  a 
very  nominal  cost.  One  and  two-day 
hikes  radiating  from  the  Ohio  Univer- 
sity campus  are  the  aims  of  the  local 
sponsors.

2?.     The  organisation  has  been 
named  the  Ewings'  Chapter  in  honor 
of  Thomas  Ewing,  Sr.,  Revolutionary 
War  veteran,  and  Thomas  Ewing,  Jr., 
the  latter,  first  graduate  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity. 

Ohio  University  ranks  fourth  in 
enrollment  percentage  increases 
for  the  current  year  among  the  twelve 
universities  and  colleges  in  Ohio  with 
enrollments  of  over  1,000  students, 
according  to  information  given  out  by 
the  Ohio  Association  of  Collegiate 
Registrars  and  Examiners.  Ohio  Uni- 
versity, with  an  increase  of  12. '5% 
against  an  average  increase  of  9%  for 
the  twelve  colleges  and  5%  for  col- 
leges generally  throughout  the  United 
States,  was  topped  by  Kent  State 
(18.5%),  Toledo  (18.2%),  and  Ohio 
State  (15.4%). 

IN  dedicating  a  memorial  at  the 
grave  of  the  first  person  buried  in 
the  old  West  State  Street  cemetery  in 
Athens,  Nov.  23,  Mrs.  L.  S.  Nichols, 
of  the  Nabby  Lee  Ames  Chapter  of 
the  D.  A.  R.,  said,  '•On  April  4, 
1806,  Susanna  Arnold  Greene  [aunt 
of  Gen.  Nathaniel  Greene  and  moth- 
er of  Griffin  Greene  of  the  Revolu- 
tionary War]  died  at  the  age  of  89. 
The  next  day  the  trustees  of  Ohio 
University  set  apart  five  acres  of  the 


Commons  for  this  burying  ground. 
When  Athens  was  incorporated  in 
1811,  the  land  was  leased  to  the  vill- 
age for  ninety-nine  years.  Later  a 
deed  was  obtained  from  the  Governor 
of  Ohio  transferring  the  title  to  the 
City  of  Athens."

Old  Manuscript  Presented  by 
Grandson  of   First   Graduate 

Thomas  Ewing,  a  New  York  attor- 
ney and  grandson  of  Ohio  Univer- 
sity's first  graduate,  of  the  same  name, 
has  recently  presented  the  University 
with  the  original  copy  of  a  letter  writ- 
ten to  the  elder  Ewing,  under  date  of 
Jan.  16,  1824,  by  William  Dodge, 
president  of  the  Philomathean  Liter- 
ary Society,  notifying  Ewing  that  he 
had  been  elected  an  honorary  member 
of  the  Society.  The  letter  reads  as 
follows : 

Ohio  University,  Athens, 
Jan.  16,  1824. 
Thomas  Ewing,  Esq. 
Sir: 

The  members  of  the  Philomathean 
Society,  from  a  high  respect  for  your 
merits,  both  as  it  regards  your  literary 
and  professional  character,  have  unan- 
imously elected  you  an  honorary 
member  of  their  body.  They  are  not 
unconscious  that  it  is  impossible  for 
them  to  confer  any  honor  upon  one, 
who  has  already  meritoriously  ac- 
quired it,  not  only  from  institutions 
far  superior  to  theirs,  but  also  from 
the  public  at  large;  and  they  therefore 
would  desire  that  you  accept  of  this, 
merely  as  a  token  of  their  respect. 
Yours  Respectfully, 
(signed)       William  Dodge,  Pres. 

The  Philomathean  Society  was  es- 
tablished in  1821  for  the  "cultivation 
of  the  mind  in  classical  oratory  and 
elegant  composition."  Thomas  Ewing 
was  one  of  the  first  of  its  honorary 
members,  of  whom  there  is  a  long  list 
of  distinguished  men. 

Among  the  presidents,  military 
men,  statesmen,  and  other  leaders  in 
the  United  States  who  are  recorded  as 


honorary  members  in  minute  books 
and  other  early-day  records  are:  An 
drew  Jackson,  Governor DeWitt Clin 
ton  of  New  York;  John  Tyler,  Mar 
tin  Van  Buren,  Zachary  Taylor,  Mill 
ard  Fillmore,  Edward  Everett,  Gen 
eral  Sam  Houston,  General  Winfield 
Scott,  Associate  Justice  George  Shiras, 
Horace  Greeley,  Ulysses  S.  Grant, 
Daniel  Webster,  Henry  Clay,  Grover 
Cleveland,  David  Star  Jordan,  and 
Wcodrow  Wilson. 


Emerson  Prize   Competition 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the 
English  Department  of  Ohio  Univer- 
sity has  announced  that  original 
poems  to  be  entered  in  competition 
for  the  Emerson  Prize  must  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  President  of  the  Univer- 
sity by  Feb.  1,  1937. 

The  following  conditions  must  be 
observed  in  every  particular.  First: 
Competitors  must  be  graduates  of 
Ohio  University  or  students  in  attend- 
ance. Second:  The  poems  must  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
versity before  the  opening  of  the  sec- 
ond semester  of  1936-37.  Third:  Only 
one  pcem  is  to  be  submitted  by  each 
competitor.  Fourth:  Each  contestant 
shall  submit  three  copies.  Fifth:  The 
poem  shall  be  typewritten  on  paper 
8j/2xll  inches,  written  only  on  one 
side,  and  marked  with  a  pseudonym 
or  character.  Sixth:  The  pseudonym 
or  character  accompanied  by  the  name 
and  address  of  the  contestant  in  a 
sealed  envelope  shall  be  sent  to  the 
President  of  the  University.  The  en- 
velopes containing  the  identifications 
of  the  contestants  will  not  be  opened 
until  the  decision  of  the  judges  has 
been  made.

An    Interesting    Investigation 

During  the  past  two  years,  until 
the  liquidation  of  the  F.E.R.A.,  Mary 
Copeland,  '22,  Peebles,  has  been  em- 
ployed as  a  supervisor  in  the  family 
service  department  of  that  Govern- 
ment organization.  Now  she  is  asso- 
ciated with  the  administration  of  the 
Social  Security  Program  in  Ohio. 

An  article  relative  to  her  work  is 
to  be  found  in  the  October  issue  of 
the  Journal  of  Adult  Education.  In 
it,  Miss  Copeland  reports  that  "A  re- 
cent study  of  the  persons  above  school 
age  in  a  relief  group  of  a  rural  county 
in  Southern  Ohio  revealed  the  follow- 
ing facts  in  regard  to  their  education:

"The  percentage  of  illiterates  ap- 
pears very  high  and  even  so  may  be 
slightly  too  low,  because  some  persons 
will  not  admit  at  the  time  of  investi- 
gation that  they  can  not  read  or  write; 
that  fact  is  often  revealed  later  when 
an  order  or  a  check  must  be  signed."

Record  of  No  Defeats  in  Stadium  Maintained

AS  gallant  a  group  of  fighters  as  ever  took  the  Ohio 
University  colors  to  the  football  wars  —  those  Bob- 
cats of  1936,  and  here's  a  toast  to  each  and  every  man  of 
them.  With  grim  determination  and  superb  courage  they 
swept  through  their  last  four  opponents  to  finish  the  sea- 
son in  a  tie  for  the  Buckeye  Conference's  highest  gridiron 
honors. 

Now  that  the  curtain  has  fallen,  Ohio  shares  with 
Miami  the  championship  mantle  that  Ohio  wore  alone 
last  fall,  and  we  here  in  Athens  who  have  watched  the 
team  develop  this  fall  are  mighty  proud.  Just  as  proud 
as  we  were  of  those  mighty  touchdown  tanks  of  1929  and 
193  5  that  won  undisputed  crowns  with  their  splendid 
undefeated  and  untied  records. 

The  1936  Bobcats  might  have  lacked  the  power, 
speed,  and  deception  that  marked  some  of 
Ohio's  greater  teams  of  yesteryears,  but  in 
sheer  grit  and  superlative  morale  they  bow  to 
no  football  team.  The  tip-off  on  the  type  of 
boys  to  whom  Coaches  Peden  and  Trautwein 
were  teaching  football  this  year  came  when 
the  Bobcats,  after  being  smashed  47-0  by  Pur- 
due, came  from  behind  twice  to  tie  a  fine 
Marshall  team  13  all. 

They  were  not  so  impressive  in  defeating 
Kent  State  6-0  the  following  week,  and  Peden, 
with  three  exceptions,  completely  reorganized 
his  starting  lineup.  In  losing  to  Miami,  3-0, 
Ohio  showed  the  old  familiar  iron  forward 
wall  but  lacked  a  scoring  punch. 

Improvement  continued,  however,  and 
the  Bobcats  really  hit  their  stride  in  defeating 
and  completely  outclassing  a  good  Cincinnati 
team,  10-7,  in  the  annual  homecoming  game. 
The  Bobcats  followed  their  good  work  against  the  Bearcats 
by  scoring  10  points  in  the  first  quarter  and  coming  out  on 
the  long  end  of  a  10-6  score  over  Dayton  on  the  Flyers' 
homecoming  day. 

In  high  gear  now,  Ohio  thumped  Ohio  Wesleyan  7-0, 
and  concluded  the  season  with  an  impressive  21-0  victory 
over  a  John  Carroll  team  that  was  by  no  means  as  weak 
as  advance  reports  had  indicated.  With  the  victory  over 
Carroll,  Ohio  closed  its  eighth  season  in  Ohio  Stadium 
without  a  single  defeat.  Since  the  Bobcats  played  their 
first  game  in  Ohio  Stadium  in  1929,  defeating  West  Lib- 
erty Teachers,  21-0,  they  have  won  32  games,  tied  three, 
and  lost  none  on  the  home  field.  While  achieving  this 
amazing  record  the  Bobcats  have  compiled  929  points  to 
their  opponents'  88,  a  football  record  difficult  to  match 
anywhere  in  the  country. 

The  lineup  that  carried  them  to  four  consecutive  vic- 
tories in  closing  their  schedule  was  composed  of  five  soph- 
omores, three  juniors,  and  a  like  number  of  seniors.  With 
a  number  of  good  sophomore  reserves,  this  makes  a  prom- 
ising outlook  for  1937.  The  1936  winners  of  varsity  "O" 
letters  are:  Claire  Dunn,  Martin;  Dick  Irelan,  Dayton; 
Woodrow  Wills,  Columbus;  Harlan  Nelson,  Delmar,  Del.;

Manager  Len  Leopold,  Cleveland,  all  seniors  —  John 
Chermtski,  Butler,  Pa.;  Dan  Donofrio,  Bridgeport,  Conn.;

Boehk,  Toledo;  Stan  Caruso,  Cleveland,  all  juniors  —  Mat 
Ivary,  Fairport  Harbor;  Joe  Chizek,  Len  Janiak,  Stan 
Iwucz,  Ray  Csenek,  and  Chester  Adamczyk,  Cleveland; 
John  Montgomery,  Bellefontaine;  Paul  Wilcox,  Shelby;

WITH  snow  beginning  to  fill  the  air  and  cover  the 
ground,  thoughts  are  turning  to  basketball  on  the 
Ohio  University  campus,  and  with  more  interest  than  has 
been  shown  in  the  court  game  for  some  time.  There  is  a 
reason  for  that.  This  winter,  Coach  Brandon 
"Butch"  Grover,  who,  incidentally,  is  now  the 
oldest  collegiate  basketball  coach  in  Ohio  in 
point  of  service,  will  open  the  season  with 
four  of  the  razzle-dazzle  boys  who  finished  last 
season  as  the  best  in  the  Buckeye  Conference, 
if  not  in  ability  certainly  in  versatility. 

Nick  Lalich,  all-Ohio  and  all-Buckeye 
center  last  season,  leads  these  four  clever- 
passing,  fast-shooting  hombres  whom  sports 
writers  class  as  the  most  colorful  quintet  the 
Buckeye  has  ever  seen.  Last  year  they  wound 
up  their  league  schedule  with  seven  victories 
in  ten  starts,  finishing  third  behind  Ohio  Wes- 
leyan and  Cincinnati. 

Lalich,   George  Hood,   Gene  Rinta,   and 

Johnny  Malokas  are  juniors  this  winter  and 

Don  Peden  the  outlook  is  promising.     Pete  Shingleton,  a 

letterman  last  year,  will  likely  replace  George 

May,  lone  graduate  of  the  1936  quintet,  giving  Grover  a 

veteran  outfit  that  should  be  tough  to  halt  in  their  drive 

toward  a  Buckeye  Conference  crown. 

Don't  look  for  an  undefeated  season,  though.  These 
boys  are  much  too  flashy  to  be  consistent,  and  they  will 
have  their  off  nights  as  they  did  last  year  when  inferior 
teams  rose  on  more  than  one  occasion  to  top  Ohio.  They 
will  have  their  color,  however,  and  they  won't  hesitate  to 
splash  it  all  over  the  President  Street  gymnasium. 

The  1936-37  basketball  schedule:  opens  with  Bliss 
here,  Dec.  9;  the  rest  of  the  December  schedule  includes 
Glenville  State  Teachers  College  here,  Dec.  15;  and  Ma- 
rietta here,  Dec.  17.  The  Bobcats  will  open  their  annual 
holiday  tour  Dec.  30,  playing  Western  Reserve,  there; 
Baldwin-Wallace,  there,  Dec.  3 1 ;  Akron  Goodyears  there, 
Jan.  1 ;  Ohio  Wesleyan  in  Cleveland,  Jan.  2.
